It 
began during World War I. help­ 
ing to sell billions of war bonds 
and raising huge sums for the 
Red Cross. The famous Liberty 
Bond slogan. “Buy till it hurts!”, 
and the Red Cross posters, rep­ 
resenting some of the best ad­ 
vertising 
art, 
shortly 
demon­ 
strated that public service cam­ 
paigns are just as effective as 
commercial advertising. 
World War II brought a new 
and even more brilliant chapter 
in the story of public service 
advertising. The Red Cross and 
war bond sales campaigns were 
resumed, and many new cam­ 
paigns 
begun, 
including 
the 
salvage drives, and the success­ 
ful public 
appeal 
to prevent 
forest 
fires. 
Altogether, 
more 
than a hundred public service 
campaigns were conducted by 
the War Advertising Council—- 
now The Advertising Council— 
at the request of the govern­ 
ment.

What Type Lifters? 
Since there are $wo basic types 
of hydraulic valve lifters on today’s 
cars it is im portant to know what 
type you are flirting with if tem pt­ 
ed to spend part of a vacation 
checking those on your car. The 
first is the rem ovable type w’hich 
has a body with a separate hydrau­ 
lic unit. You can take out the unit 
for service, and in L-head design 
the body is left in the engine. One 
reason there has been less trouble 
with this older type as used in the 
older engines is because the body 
acts as a settling cham ber to pre­ 
vent large particles of dirt in the 
oil reaching the unit. 
The integral type is a ball check 
design and usually features the 
barrel type bodv. Since the plung­ 
er operates directly in the body 
you have to discard the entire as­ 
sem bly if there is dam age to the 
plunger or to the body.

x-ray Russian agents are reported 
today to be standing by in guarded 
American asylum, ready to follow 
Yuri A. Rastvorov in denouncing 
t^e Soviet communism for which 
they spied.

Rastvorov poured out his story la s t! 
night to a dram atically assem bled * 
Friday the 13th news conference 
at the State D epartm ent. 
After a lifetime under the Soviet 
system —he was 33 last month— 
the blond Russian said he was 
#ed up. He ran away from his 
job as a Soviet intelligence officer 
in Japan last Jan. 24 because ” 1 
ra n te d to live like a decent hum an 
being.” 
” 1 hope I can become an Ameri­ 
can 
like 
other 
Am ericans,” 
he 
said. 


R astvorov’* 
s u d d e n , 
unan­ 
nounced appearance — the first 
actually was in A m erican hands 
—apparently m arked 
a shift In 
A m erica’s cold w ar policy. 
The Russians opened propagan­ 
da fire with a splashy news con­ 
ference in the Soviet zone of B er­ 
lin last Tuesday when Dr. Otto 
John, form er West G erm an secur­ 
ity chief, denounced A m erica and 
West Germ any. 
Hints At Next Step 
Rastvorov, as he went into ac­ 
tion in W ashington last night, was 
living proof that Com m unists shift 
allegiances, too—even well-trained 
and highly skilled ones like this 
lieutenant colonel in the MVD Se­ 
cret Police. 
Rastvorov even hinted at step 
num ber two in taking the sting 
ou* of the John defection: Possible 
arrests 
of 
fifth 
column 
agents 
planted ’’medium-high” in the Ja p ­ 
anese governm ent. 
But a veritable barrage of Rast- 
vorov-type Russians, it was under­ 
stood from State D epartm ent sour­ 
ces, would be produced by the U.S. 
governm ent shortly. At least four 
other Russian intelligence agents 
are reported to be in American 
hands—although none of them has 
attracted publicity.
